conn. .ho revenue of the Pro- 

vince the V iiious sum of ?GS3. In 
return for this .slio is i ciu-pseutefl in 
Parliament by two members, each of 
whom in fifteen inoiitlis drew from tlie 
treasury in the form of indemnity and 
tniveling allowances ?2 t00, making a 
total of $4800. (One of tlieso members 
did all Ins "travelling" over Victoria 
sidi^alks, yet (jbarged and . drew mile- 
age.,as if :hfc /hai been' to and returned 
from the furthermost corner of his di.s- 
trict.) Then there wa.s a magi.straco 
who got $1700, and road repairing and 
other oxponsesthat reached about SIMOO 
more, making a grand total of $10,000, 
If'^^WiB ^"deduct the .-ium of $083 re- 
ceiycd.in taxation it will be found that 
Kootenay got §9,317 more thanHlie])aid 
into the treasury. Alarming as the 
diaparity between revenue and oxpon- 
dituro in, the preponderating political 
influence that Kootenay Avith a repre- 
sentation of two exerts \n tlio Hou.se of 
AflseSiily of 25 members is still more 
disquieting. Tlie total number of \ ot- 
era in Kootenay is /,9. Tho.so 10 men 
return, as wo have .said, two members 
to Parliament. The population of Vic- 
toria City is C500; the voters number 
about 1100, who return 4 members to 
the House. Every 275 voters in thi.s 
city, then, have a representative. In 
Kootenay every nine and a half men 
return a member! It follows, tlien, 
that these nine and a luilf men wield as 
much political power as 275 men wield 
in;\jiptoria, and the votes of the two 
members'for Kootenay with 19 constj- 
tuen^^ar^. .worth as nuicli in the House 
as this-ire^resentativcs of 550 voter.s in 
Victoria. Wliat a startling anomaly 
ia here pre.sontcd. Nineteen mm at 
Kootenay — a majority of whom are 
said not to be British subjects, and 
seaixcly anj' of whom have any know- 
lodge of the resources and requirements 
of the country at large; \yho have no 
interest in common with tiie Province, 
and who are not even consumers of 
Victoria goods — at this moment govern 
th'o -Province. They huKI the balance 
of pdwex'and may at any moment create 
or destroy a governmciut. During tiie 
last two sessions the country has seen 
grievous financial burthens piled on the 
backs of thefarming communities; they 
have seen the road-tolls doubled when 
the people affected by them were pre- 
vipusly driven to their wits' end to sa- 
tisfy the tax-gatherer. They have seen 
$4500 voted for Victoria City roads, 
streets and bridges (especially bridges') 
while the smallest sums were begrudged 
the struggling municipalities of Nanai- 
mo and New Westminster, and Suanich 
district roads are nearly impassable. 
They have seen rights acquired by set- 
tlors' under the solemn seal and ])ledge 
of the Govenmient invaded and swept 
away by special statute. They have 
seen gross insults and libels oflcrcd to 
the Judiciary by puppets of the Gov- 
ernment, who shield themselves from 
merited punishment under the "privi- 
leg'eB of the House." Thoy have seen 
injustice and contumely heai)od u]ion 
peiuons whoso greatest crime i.s tliat 
they arc known as opponents of tlic 
existing Govermnent. But if every 
voter in Victoria, Nanaimo, New 
Westminster and Saanich were to cen- 
sure the existence of this state of things, 
Kootenay, which exists and fattens 
on the coin it draws from the public 
chest, would successfully defeat all 
eflbrts to dislodge the common enemy. 
The wealth, tlie intelligence, the vested 
interests of the Lower Country lun e to 
take a back-seat when the ring-master 
cracks his whip and Tvootenav's two 
representatives spring into llic arena, 
and with quibble and claiuor and jest 
ft/tfi prevent tlio expression of ihe 
popular voice being given efl'ect to. It 
is true that, yielding to the popular 
pressure, the Government lias grum- 
blingly consented to re.luce the repre 
sentation of Kootenay to one meml)ei-; 
but the present representation will con- 
tinue, unless a vacancy should previous- 
ly occur through the death or re.signa- 
tion of one of tlie sitting meuiber.s, 
during the lifetime of the present 
House, and the amount of legislative 
mischief the Kootenay representatives 
mav inflict on the country will be only 
measured by the demands the govern- 
ment may make upon them. 13ut we 
contend that there exists no valid lea- 
son why the nineteen men of Kootenay 
should have oven ono member. Nine- 
teen votera should not he allowed to 
form an electoral district while the dis- 
trict of Cttssiar, with 400 or SOO vet- 
el's, has no representative and is prac- 
tically disfranchised. The evidence 
t-aken by the Royal Commi.s.sion devel- 
oped a state of political morality at 
Kootenay of so low an ebb that when 
the preaent^Executive took office (which 
they did before the Commission had 
completed its labors) they endoavorf^d 
to burke an enquiry wliicli had proved so 
dirostrous to their political friends on 
the Southern border. It was shown 
that so highly did some of the nineteen 
voters of Kootenay prize the franchise 
that they hawked their votes about and 
disposed of them to tlic candidates who 
would give the most for them. As 
high as $400 had been ]iaid for a vote 
when the contest was tight, and when 
the vote-market was glutted and money 
scarce aidcs of beef, a sack of flour, a 
pair of shoes or an old coat went oQ' 
like hot cakes in exchange for a fran- 
chise ! Is it to bo wondered at that 
writers call Kootenay a rotten borough, 
and that the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, sitting as a Koyal Conunission, 
declaimed against the fearfuL mass of 
conruptiocCthc examination had stirred 
•up ? The remedy is simple enough. 
Kootenay should be made a part of 
Ydle District; the member she will 
have left on hand after the next olec- 
tioQ should be given to Now Westmin- 
flter^-^hi^is underrrepMsented, and the

Since we commenced this article our 
eye has fallen upon a communication 
fi-om Kootenay in our contemporary of 
Tuesday last. " The eflusion is uigned 
"E," (can "R" stand for Robert— Ro- 
iiKRT Galluraith, jM. P. P. 1) and be- 
gins with the a.ssertion that "it is like 
a voice crying from the grave to hear 
from Kootenay." Butthevoiceproceeds 
to show that it emanates from a rather 
lively corpse, or else from a bad spirit, 
for it complains tliat the people of 
Kootenay have been "villified and abus- 
ed by self-conceited croaker.s," and 
"humbugs in human shape, "^.^Then it 
exclaims with n fine burst of poetic 
fervor : 

'■Oil, poor iiumaiiity ; how many .shapes 
can thou assume ! Those that have paid 
u.s we Iiato thorn, those wo hate wo four, 
and those we fear wo love to destroy. " 

After this wail at "poor humanity's" 
exiiensn tlu' reader will not be sur- 
prised to fuid that 

".Some men that Kootenay helped into 
high positions like the bua-constrictor, 
after sucking the last drop of milk from 
the unfortunate cow who chances to fall 
in its way, squeezes its victim to death 
when it cannot furni.sli a perpetual flow of 
its heart's blood into the rapacious pouch 
of the serpent, these men .say now that 
Kootenay ouglit to be disfi-aiichisod alto- 
gotlicr. " 

Does the allusion to tho "unfortunate 
cow'' east any reflection on the ".side 
of beef" given fou. a vote? "Fv." then 
declares that 

"Tlioro 13 in Kootenay to-day as lionest, 
upright and straightforward men as there 
can be had in any poi'tion of tlio Province 
or any otlier place on this Ocntinoiit. " 

No doubt of that; but ho naively 
adds, 

"There were a few black sheep found 
in it wlio were weak enough to sell thoir 
birthright feu- a inosa of pottage, but that 
is no reason wliy tho whole people of tho 
district sliould sull'er for them. Human 
nature is frail and liable to fall." 

Vea, verily! But because human 
luiture is weak that is no reason wliy 
nineteen votera, some of whom may 
not be black sheep, should control the 
political destinies of a big Pi'ovinco and 
force obnoxious imposts and illiberal 
measures on the people at largo, while 
300 or 400 voters in another district 
are not allowed representation at all 
or even a vote. But "E.," (which 
stands for Rebel as well as Eobeut,) 
concludes his literary curiosity with a 
grand jjeroration which smacks of 
blood and thunder; 

"If thoy (tho Oovcrniiicnt) should yield 
to the clamors of these men and disfran- 
cliiso tlio district what do you tliiiik tho 
consequence will bo/ I toll you, sir, tliat 
they will see more serious fun hero than 
anything seen in Grouse Creek, Cariboo. 
No, sir, tho people of this district can live 
within tlioinselves, without any Dominion 
cir Provincial officers, and thoy are deter- 
mined to guard and know how to guard 
their rights, no matter what tlie conso- 
queiice will be." 

The ".serious fun'' which Kootenay 
may have in ^tova for the rest of the 
Province is left to the imagination of 
the reader; but if the writer's ravings 
are to be credited all Kootenay now 
wants is a WiLLiAJt . Tell itnd she 
will bo enabled to guard her mountain 
fastne.sseH against any "Dominion or 
Provincial oiliciiils" and breathe de- 
fiance to a regiment of Ge.sler.s. Rav- 
ings of the character that we find in 
our contemporary may scare the Gov- 
ernment and prevent justice being done 
to the electors in otiier districts; but 
they only excite tlie derision and con- 
tempt of the [jooplc e\ cry where, who 
have suli'ered and still suller from the 
efl'ects of mal-adniinistration and in- 
eq u i f a 1 tie repro.sen tat ion.

Tho New ^Yestnlillistol• Gxardian'a cor- 
rcspomleiit writing from Chilliwhack 
uiuloi' (lato of the 0th inat. says: — Tho 
water is falling rapidly, and I am happy 
to .say crops havo sustained no injury, 
though it has been as liigh as in 1870. 
On tho low sags bordering tho Hopo 
Slough, tho settlers built dams, which 
proved perfectly otl'ectual in stopping tho 
over-flow. Tho upper bridgo across tlio 
Luccucuck River was ciirrlod away on 
the night of-tKe27th ult. ; fortunately tho 
timbers struck on a bar, and it was saved. 
It will cause a groat deal of inconvoniouco 
being tho only access to the grist mill. 
It appears tho destruction of tho bridgo 
was caused by drift tiinbei-, which ob- 
structed tho water, so that it washed out 
some of tho piles. The annual camp moot- 
ing eommeucod hero on Wednesday last, 
and will close to-day; tliougli tho weather 
has been very disagreeable, tho attend- 
ance was very good. It is encouraging to 
mark tho progress here; IMcKocvora Cor- 
ner lias alreaily tlio nucleus of a town; it 
boasts of an Ejjiacopal Churcli and par- 
sonage, tho schoolliouse and to.achor's re- 
Btdeiico, two hotels, a blacksmith's shop, 
a shoomaker's sliop, and a store in course 
of erection. I understand it is the inten- 
tion to build a Town Hall and aMotliodist 
Church there tliis summer.

Ecenory about her. She has returned 
to England in vigorous health.
